He was <9 
years old and had been a resident ol 
Iowa county since 1845, when he 
came to Wisconsin with his parent 
from Indiana. 
Mr. Joiner wad one of the leading 


Good Templers of the state and a 
pioneer in the work in Iowa county 
in the days when that organization 
was a power in politics. He was the 
author of the present local option 
law in Wisconsin and it was his 
work when he was in the senate that 
pushed it through and pat it on the 
statute book.

He had "keen a jury commissioner 


for Iowa county continuously since 
1897, when the law was enacted es- 
tablishing the commission, the late 
Circuit Judge George M. Clementson 
appointing him with two other men 
at the first commission.

The stock of these newspapers will be found in safes and safety 
deposit boxes cheek by jowl with traction company stock, tele- 
phone stock, railroad stock and the stock of other concerns seek- 
ing special privileges and immunities.

SHIP of the OWN'ERS; and then there are advertising subsidies 
which control and direct bribery is often resorted to. 


For instance, some five years ago the Interstate Commerce 


Commission revealed the fact that the band of pirates who 
wrecked the great New Haven railroad system had been paying 
S400.000 a year to influence the press. And the New Haven 
president swore that this was relatively UESS .than was paid 
by other large railroads of the country. The New Haven had a 
list of reporters to whom it paid subsidies sometimes of $200 
in a lump, and others were on the pay rolls for S25 per week. 


During the hearings of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 


sion in 1914 the testimony of railroad presidents was played up 
by first page use and big type while evidence which afterwards 
showed the testimony to be false was ignored by capitalist 
papers. 


Sworn testimony, uncontradicted, showed that to defeat the 


bill for government regulation of the packing industry, one pack- 
ing company alone spent a miflion dollars a month in news- 
paper publicity.
